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LORD STANLEY AT GLASGOW. 


The noble Lord the member for King’s Lynn added another 
to the series of high intellectual discourses on education to 
which the most eminent men of the day have, in connection 
with one or another of the Scotch Universities, made such 
valuable contributions. Lord Stanley’s inaugural address to 
the Glasgow students will bear comparison with most of those 
which in point of date preceded it. We do not intend, how- 
ever, passing it under review just now, The noble Lord him- 
self led off a diversion from education to politics, and we hold 
ourselves free to follow him. The speeches he delivered on 








Friday and Saturday last—the former at a public ‘tennekt 
given in his honour at the City-Hall, the latter at a public 
meeting convened by the Glasgow Working Mcn’s Conservative 
Association—offer materials for the study of himself; and few 
employments are more interesting, and not many are more 
instructive, than that of reading the character of a great 
statesman by the light of his own speeches. 

Lord Stanley’s mind is predominantly reflective, and hence 
almost all the utterances of it, in the presence of the public at 
least, are quasi-judicial. His imagination is not sufficiently 
active to put his good sense in peril, nor is the emotional side 
of his nature sufficiently sensitive to disturb, to any perceptible

| extent, the conclusions of his reason. A member of the 
| patrician order, he neither despises the privilege nor 


regards it as an adequate substitute for others that may be 
self-acquired. To the inestimable benefit of a first-rate 
training and the best intellectual culture he has added the 
advantages derived from wide travel, large reading, and 
habits of close observation. His prejudices—such as they 
are—hang loosely upon him, and he can cast them off, when 
occasion requires, with comparative ease. The noble Lord 


recognises in politics the claims of party, but can hardly be 


considered as a political partisan. Combinations of men on a 
more or less definite basis of opinion have their uses, he 
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perceives, as means to an end, and therefore impose obligations 
upon the persons who enter into them; but he is not one of 
those—unless momentarily made so by irresistible moral 
pressure— who “to party give up what was meant for man- 
kind.”’ Still, it cannot be denied that Lord Stanley, however 
reluctantly, has more than once, of late years, yielded to that 
pressure. He didso on the question of Parliamentary Reform, 
and, with a view to the immediate convenience and the pro- 
spective plans of the party with which family connections 
have placed him in external contact, exposed constitutional 
government to what he avowedly believed to be a serious 
peril. He did so, likewise, on the question of the Irish 
Church ; for it is hardly possible to reconcile his vote against 
the second reading of Mr. Gladstone's bill with the senti- 
ments and convictions which on various occasions he had 
previously expressed on the subject. 

The noble Lord's political speeches at Glasgow strike us 
as revealing an absence of contented repose in his position. 
He did as much as a calm, argumentative statement of the 
case could do to vindicate the course he had felt himself con- 
strained to adopt; and, in making that self-vindication, gave 
utterance to several reflections the truth and weight of which 
we cannot but recognise. But we are much mistaken if he 
fully satisfied his own mind. On his conduct of the foreign 
policy of the country he was evidently sensible that he oceupied 
firm ground, and needed no other defence of it than the 
general approbation of his fellow-subjects. It was only in 
reference to domestic questions that, perhaps unconsciously, 


he fell into a tone of apology and employed his oratorical 
skill in covering up a weakness which might otherwise 
provoke criticism. A man who puts himself upon his 


defence ceases to speak with decisive authority. Until 
a comparatively late period the noble Lord’s career 
spoke for Aim, trumpet-tongued; and the fact that he 
has been driven to speak for indicates his con- 
sciousness that the later direction of it shows some aberration 
from the former. The influences which come upon him from 
without have proved too strong for the tendencies which 
impel him from within, and the cool, dispassionate, well- 
thought-out, statesman-like conclusions which for many years 
had been “ part and parcel’’ of his intellectual system have 
been bent awry by forces which have been at times too 
mighty for him to turn aside. Lord Stanley has in part lost 
his self-reliance ; but, we would fain hope, not forlong. He 
can only maintain his due place in the field of political war- 
fare by daring to be himself. He cannot lend himself to the 
designs of others without losing much of his high moral 
authority. He has made the experiment, but plainly he is 
not satisfied with the result. It has damaged his reputation 
even more than it has assisted the party for which the sacrifice 
was made. 

Letit not be supposed, however, that we concur with those 
who infer from the noble Lord’s temporery deflection into a 
partisan course of action that he is to be regarded as hence- 
forth lost tothe cause of thoughtful Liberalism. Lord Stanley 
may, on occasions, and under stress of very conflicting motives, 
change his course, but he cannot all of a sudden change him- 
self, or reverse the strongly predominant bias of his own 
reason and will. He is not, nor, we think, can he ever 
become, one who can allow himself to act as the standing 
representative of ideas or of interests which he cannot fully 
respect. He cannot take a fixed place, however conspicuous, 
in any organisation, on the implied condition that the

movements of the head shall be determined by those 
of the tail, or the strategy of the General by the 


clamours of his troops. He has elements of character in him 
which fit him for a position of supremacy in political life in 
due time, and there is no sufficient ground on which to base 
a suspicion that he will knowingly throw away his future 
opportunities. A mistake or two—sometimes of a grave 
nature—in every eminent statesman’s career usually occurs 
to remind the world of the fallibility of human wisdom at 
best; but then, every mistake is not to be regarded as “a 
dead fly in the ointment of the apothecary.” The present 
relations of party are extremely unsettled. The questions 
now before the country will be disposed of in some way or 
other, and be succeeded by fresh ones. A judicial mind, like 
Lord Stanley’s, superior in the main to the gusts of passion, 
and accustomed to look at all sided of a controverted topic 
with impartiality, is not likely to be drawn to any consider- 
able extent out of its true sphere. After all, the noble Lord 
belongs to the country, and he knows it. No political party 
can claim exclusive property in him; nor, if it did, would he 
recognise the claim. His antecedents are such as to admit of 
his isolating himself for awhile, if only he would do so on 
firm and intelligible grounds. His moral influence would be 
increased rather than hindered by his refusal to move whither 
his convictions do not lead him, Others may be compelled 
to wait upon circumstances; it is in his power to make 
circumstances wait upon him.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE. 
( From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, April 8. 
The Belgian difficulty is at length under discussion by the President 
of King Leopold’s Council of Ministers and the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. M. Frére Orban, after being received by the 
Emperor, who detained him in conversation for upwards of an hour, 
entered upon his conferences with M. de Lavalette and M. Rouher,; 
and it will be a matter of some surprise if the French Goyernment 
does not have its own way, not merely in the affair of the Luxem- 
bourg Railway, but with respect to the new commercial treat 
which it is bent upon entering into with Belgium. It is for th 
that M. Frére Orban has been enticed to Paris.

Jerome David’s interpellation of Ministers respecting certain 
corrupt electoral practices to make a smart speech, in the course of 
which he moved the Chambers to laughter by asserting that the 
electors in the rural districts looked upon the post of deputy to the 


Corps Législatif as a Government office, and considered it very | 


indelicate on the part of the Opposition candidates to obtain 
places against the will of the head of the State, who had 
the disposal of them. On a subsequent day M. Thiers 
attacked the entire system of Parliamentary representa- 
tion under the Imperial Government. The _ better-informed 
electors of the towns were swamped, he said, by the ignorant rural 
populations through the system of classification adopted, which 
obliged the towns to vote in conjunction with distant rural 
districts, with which they could have no sort of sympathy. He 
demanded, too, that the Chamber should have the right of electing 
its own president and vice-president, and complained of the numer- 
ous formalities that encompassed the right of interpellation, and 
that the Chamber had no longer the privilege of reply to the 
Emperor's annual speech. ‘Is it,’’ said he, “‘ that becaase the 
Crown has spoken all must be silent?’’ ‘* Ministerial respon- 
sibility,’ he continued, ‘‘does not exist; the ruler only is answer- 
able, and he cannot be changed.’’ M. Rouher here interrupted the 
excited orator, telling him that for some time past he had been 
violating the Constitution, and if this were to be done every day 
they might as well declare the revolution en permanence. To which 
M. Thiers rejoined, “It is not we who are decreeing the revolation, 
but you who are preparing it.’ The moment he pronounced to be a 
critical one. ‘* France,”’ said he, “‘ must not be exposed to the risk 
of ris some fine morning to find hersons under orders to march to 
the frontiers. Liberty at the present moment means the right of 
the nation todecide upon peace or war.”” The Minister of State, it 
must be admitted, replied to M. Thiers’s outburst in a most te: 
perate strain, and pointed out truly enough that during 
ex-Minister’s term of office under the monarchy of July he h 
originated measures of more extreme repression than any he oc 
find to condemn. 

M. Jules Favre, during the sitting of Satarday, attacked the 
system of official candidates to the Corps Législatif, which he m 
tained did not exist under any. other régime, and produced a lett 
written by a prefect, announcing a Government subvention for the 
benefit of the department over which he presided, and asking the 
electors in return to support the candidate patronised by the Govern- 
ment. An attempt was made on Monday to discuss the incident of 
Baron Seguier’s recent resignation of his office of Procurzur-Général 
of Toulouse; but, after a few observations by M. Picard, who con- 
demned the interference of the Government in proceedings in the 





Minister of Justice, further discussion was stifled by the majority, 
and the examination of the Budget proceeded with.

The final report of the Special Committee on breech-loading 
rifles has been published. The general conclusion of the Committee 
is that the combination of the Martini breech mechanism with the 
Henry barrel does not cause any deterioration in the efficiency of 
either piece, but that an arm combining the two systems is the one 
best adapted to the requirements of the service. A separate report 
was made on repeating arms. After examination and trial, it was 
decided that the Winchester repeater was simpler in construction 
and better adapted to the purposes of a military weapon than the 
Vertelli, and that it was the most favourable specimen of a repeater 
that had yet been brought before the notice of the Committee. 
Notwithstanding, the Committee are not prepared to recommend a 
repeater for general adoption into the service. A third report, on 
compressed powder, states that the results of the trials were not 
satisfactory. The Committee therefore decided that, with their 
present knowledge of compressed powder, they could not recom- 
mend its adoption into the service for cartridges for a 45-inch bore. 





LORD STANLEY AT GLASGOW. 

Lord Stanley was entertained at a public banquet in Glasgow 
yesterday week—the Lord Provost presiding. There were present 
representatives of all the leading interests in the city, and men 
of all shades of political opinion. In responding to his health, 
Lord Stanley adverted to the foreign relations of this country, and 
eaid that, although it was not easy to foresee what would the 
course in future of Continental politics, and that although some 
poomy prognostications had been made, he looked forward hope- 
ully to the general maintenance of European peace. In the 
event of peace ape disturbed, he confidently anticipate’ that this 
country would be able to maintain a neutral attitude. With regard 
to our relations with the United States, he owned there had been a 
failure in our oye but he could not bring himself to take 
& gloomy view of the estate of affairs. He thought that, in spite of 
the military glory the American people had attained in the late 
war, there was a good deal that might be annoying in the circum- 
stances which resulted from the struggle, and when people were 
annoyed they were apt to be more than usually sensitive. But he 
had great faith in the good sense of the American people, and he 
did not think they could wish to increase their difficulties by 
getting into fresh quarrels. Great Britain had offered to submit 
to arbitration the question whether or not international wrong had 
been done; and, whatever might be the issue, they should have 
satisfied their own consciences and placed their country un- 
mistakably in the right. 

He made a characteristic 7 on Saturday afternoon to the 
Conservative working men at Glasgow. He admitted that the party 
prospects of the Conservatives were not of the brightest, but (he 
added) if there is bee? lesson which the history of modern politics 
impresses more forcibly upon one’s mind than another, it is that of 
the rapid and incessant fluctuation, the continual ebb and flow, by 
which the fortunes of political parties in this country are governed. 
And the practical lesson which I apprehend a public man should 
draw from that fact fs, never to be too confident in moments of 
apparent success, never to despond in those of temporary dis- 
couragement and difficulty. Lord Stanley went on to remark that 
the elections had not resulted in a Conservative vic ; he had 
never been sanguine enough to imagine that they would.

THE VOLUNTEER REVIEW AT DOVER. 


A description of the Easter Monday Volunteer Review and Field 
Day was given in our last publication. The Illustrations which 
appear in this week’s Number and Supplement comprise a view of 
Dover, from the sea, with the naval squadron attacking the forts; 
the unfortunate wreck of the brig Ferret, a sailing-vessel used as a 
training-ship for boys; the exciting scenes on shore, and on the 
piers at the time of this disaster; the military operations on land, 
with the laying of thre field telegraph, and the use of steam traction- 
engines to foo the heavy guns into position; the assault on the 
south-east bastions of Dover Castle, and the defence of the castle 
batteries. Having already given some account of the general plan, 
the forces assembled, and the manner in which their movements were 
performed, it will be sufficient here to notice the particular features 
represented by our Engravings. 

The view of Dover, which occupies the two middle pages of our 
paper, is taken from the sea in front of that town, and shows the 
two turret-ships, the Royal Sovereign and the Scorpion, actively 
engaged in firing at the forts on shore. The Castle, with its massive 
keep, seated upon a cliff 320ft. high, looks down on the assail- 
ants, while a battery half way up the hill returns their fire. The 
forts which crown the opposite heights seem not yet to take any 
part in the engagement. Below them is a part of the town, with 
the inner harbour, the entrance to which is marked by the double 
piers. Still farther to the left hand is the Lord Warden Hotel, 
near which commences the Admiralty Pier, forming the harbour of 
refuge, which is three quarters of a mile wide. 

The wreck of the Ferret took place early in the morning, against 
the Admiralty pier. This vessel and the Marten, companion train- 
ing-brigs, had come round from Portsmouth on the Saturday to 
take part in the naval operations at the review. They were moored 
to buoys on the east side of, and not far from, the Admiralty pier. 
The Ferret carried eight guns, and had a crew of seventeen men, 
seven or eight stewards, and hty-six boys, commanded by Li2u- 
ht of Sunday the wind, 
which had gone round from south-east to east north-east, 
began to blow with much fury. The two brigs rolled 
heavily during the gale, and at twenty minutes past four o’clock 
the Ferret was driven — with such eg may that her moor- 
ings were carried away, escaping from the Admiralty buoy, 
she was borne rapidly towards the pier, the water being then very 
low. The commander at once gave orders for her anchor t» be let 
g°; but she fell astern, and was brought up against the pier. The

On the other side of the pier, as it happened most fortunately, lay 
the Dover and Calais nae the Breeze, which had arrived 
from Calais an hour before. e shouts of the officers and the 
cry of the lads were heard on board the Breeze, and the 
crew of the steam-packet, running across the pier, and 
finding how matters stood with the Ferret, brought all 
the line and ro they could lay hold of, and lowerel them down 
to the deck of the training-brig, which was then 20 ft. or 25 ft. 
below the level of the pier. Some of the lads mounted the rigging, 
and from the yards got on to the pier; but the greater num of 
them and the men were hauled up by the crew of the Breeze. They 
were all taken to the Sailors’ Home. For some time it was feared 
that one of the eighty-six lads had perished, but on the muster-roll 
being called over all of them answered to their names. It had 
been hoped that with the rising tide the vessel would right 
herself and float; but she had received serious damages when 


the rise of the tide, so that the Ferret was becoming a total 
wreck. A dreadful sea was ing in from the north-east, and the 
waves made terrific sport of the . She lay, or rather was spun 


about, on her beam ends. The waters rushed into and 
every other instant. For a second or two occasionally, as the 
waves receded, she appeared to be making a desperate effort to 
right herself, and her two masts rose above the pier in a 
nearly perpendicular position; but in another instant the 
muzzies of her guns on one side were pointed to the sky 
and her masts were almost dipping into the raging waters. 
About: ten o’clock her mainmast smashed near the deck and went 
clean overboard with a crash. In a few minutes more a piece of 
her remaining mast was carried ~ and portions of her hull 
were shivered to atoms against the so d granite with which it was 
every second coming into contact. Drifting in under the landing- 
stage, all that remained of her seemed to be sinking, when the 
remnant of the mast got fixed in a crane and for some 
distance across the pier railway, just as a train was 
arriving. The crane, however, gave way, and carried all that was 
left of the mast away with it without do: ng Sama to the train or 
railway. This was the last struggle of the Ferret. Her guns sank 
to the bottom, and her hull was broken into ——— most of 
which were not larger than firewood. For the next hour the waters 
along the pierand the beach were covered with spars and other 
portions of the wreck. Perhaps no shipwreck was ever 
viewed by such numbers of people, or under circumstances more 
extraordinary. Not only was the upper pier covered with men and 
women, but men rushed out on the lower ground near the Lord 
Warden Hotel in their anxiety to see and secure bits of the wreck, 
and were sometimes washed off their legs by the waves. By this 
time two long trains were drawn up on the pier. Ladies and 
gentlemen entered them and viewed the scene from the windows of 
the carriages, while some mounted the roofs. The fate of this 
vessel was more thought of than the Volunteer Review, which

In a Folio Volume, printed on toned paper, and handsom ‘ly bound, with 
gilt cover, and gilt edges, 
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It was rather to be expected that the second Reformed House 
of Commons would not be long in discovering that it was most 
uncomfortable in the edifice which Sir Charles Barry reared 
for the deliberations of the first. Nor can the new Parliament 
be blamed for being inclined to demand an increase of accom- 
modation. It is perfectly certain that, although the Constitu- 
tion provides that the House of Commons shall consist of 658 
members, not much more than half this number can sit with 
any sort of comfort; and that if, as is usually supposed, 
deliberation be the business of a representative, he is pre- 
cluded from discharging his duty. The idea of giving 
calm consideration to an important topic, when one has 
been irritated by the probability that one will get no 
seat at all, and still further perturbed by having had an 
altercation, or perhaps a struggle, for a place, is some- 
what ludicrous to the practical mind. When we look into 
a foreign hall of legislature, find comfortable and isolated 
chairs and desks, and see each senator proceeding to his 
accustomed place with the certainty of finding it vacant, we 
simply wonder at the patience with which the most august 
assembly in the world has consented to be treated worse than 
if it were a parish vestry. That the present system has 
worked as well as it has done is another wonder; but let the 
Judges and lawyers who have to construe the Acts of Parlia- 
ment which are framed under such disadvantageous circum- 
stances tell us their opinion of the process. There is no 
doubt that, theoretically, the arrangements of the House of 
Commons are as bad as they can be; and, if in practice 
they are found to be productive of less ultimate incon- 
venience than might be expected, it is because a clumsy sort 
of compensation is ,afforded by the habitual absence of a 
large body of the members at most times when the details of 
law are being adjusted. This is, of course, anything but what 
could be desired, especially as the class of members who are 
driven away is that whose age and experience render their 
assistance most valuable. 

Some of us are old enough to recollect the earliest sittings 
ip. the present House, and the series of experiments which had 
to be made before the chamber could be considered at all 
available for legislative purposes. The house was, originally, 
handsome. The windows were much bolder, the roof was in 
keeping,and there was showy Gothic work at the end facing the 
Speaker. But the instant impression made upon the mind 
was that the spacious and well-proportioned apartment would 
not do. The first debate in Committee settled the matter. 
As was said by a writer in the Quarterly Review, some years 
ago, Ministers were earnestly defending clauses against whioh 
the Opposition had said nothing, and the Opposition were 
challenging points which the Government had given up, and 
it was felt that either the house must be altered or the 
speaking-trumpet must be introduced into the British Consti- 
tution. The former alternative was accepted, and Sir Charles 
Barry had to disfigure his chamber. It was rather touching 
to see the veteran architect wandering about the galleries 
during the debates, and looking wistfully at the reporters, 
as if to assure himself that those gentlemen were hearing 
very well. He believed, no doubt, that the Commons would 
hear quite as much as was good for them. But he had to 
yield; his windows were half blocked up, woodwork covered 
the Gothic arches at the end, and the present hideous roof, 
‘which looks like the botton of a barge,” was inserted. 
After a time, with the aid of these amendments, the members 
l egan to comprehend the acoustics of the House, and to pitch 
heir voices reasonably well, The chiefs, with the exception, 

f course, of Lord John Russell, could generally be heard, and 
he rank and file gradually learned not to speak as the 
majority of actors and actresses now speak (that is, abomin- 
ably), but to be articulate, and allow for the transit of sound. 
So the House has worked, and it is only of late that a few 
further alterations have been made, in order to provide more 
room for members. The House is desperately inconvenient 
on great nights, but on ordinary nights it answers as well 
as a building so constructed can be expected to do. Not 
for a moment do we defend it, as a legislative hall; but, as 
there is just now rather a fever for hasty alteration, we point 
out that good work has been done there, and that the present 
condition of things is a little abnormal. 

Mr, Gladstone, in the debate on the subject the other 
night, was rather sarcastic, as his reminiscences gave him a 
right to be. He knows how very clean new brooms sweep. 
He could smile at the idea of the 658 members being likely to 
come often in “their hundreds.” He mentioned quietly that 
there was just the same sort of feeling after the first Reform 
oa when everybody meant to be preseri always, and 
take part in every debate. The numbers soon dropped 
he said, There is every reason why there should 
large attendances this Session. Independently of 


te 


importance of the topics which are under consider- 
ation, there is a vast mass of new members whose bounden 
duty it is to attend and make themselves acquainted with the 
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course of proceeding. Mr. Gladstone himself recognised this 
when he took the trouble to rise and expound. to the new 
men what the mystic Previous Question meant, and that it 
was merely a device for avoiding an immediate decision. 
Whether the attendance will fall off greatly or not, it is not 
easy tosay. Of course it will not while the fresher repre- 
sentatives can enjoy the intellectual treat of hearing the best 
orators, at their best, on topics like the Irish Church. There 
is, moreover, a disposition—by no means a wise one—to 
exercise from out of doors a more stringent supervision of 
the details of a member's life than heretofore. Societies 
avowedly watch the senator, record the days and hours 
he has attended, the speeches he has made or omitted to 
make, and his votes. The sums are cast up, and he is 
compared with other members, and is treated, in fact, 
as a Parliamentary clerk, whose business is to be punctual 
at the opening of the office, to sign his name in a 
book, and not to go away until the clock shall have struck. 
We need not pause to remark that the excess to which this 
system is carried is part of the pedantic and sciolist doctrine 
dear to a certain narrow-minded and priggish class; and that 
a man like Mr. Mill does more service by attending three 
times and making three speeches than the docile clerk-member 
who is present at every debate and every division, and humbly 
sends in statistics of his good conduct to the pert recorders 
of figures. But the pressure is put on, and it will have its 
weight with second and third rate men and with those who 
have to appeal to vulgar constituencies. Therefore we 
venture to think that Mr. Gladstone’s prediction may 
not be very soon fulfilled; and this leads us to the 
reluctant conclusion that, as it is impossible for public 
business to be satisfactorily performed under the existing con- 
ditions, there must be an important alteration, if not a recon- 
struction, of the House of Commons. The subject is too 
large to be treated in a single article; but we desire to record 
our hope that, if a change be made, it will be a complete one, 
and that the new house will not show the barnlike con- 
struction to which we have clung so long. Let Mr. Barry, 
‘who is doubtless acquainted with every foreign chamber, con- 
sider whether he cannot, in the space at his service, or by 
demanding more, give the English Legislature an apartment 
in which men shall not jostle one another, and in which the 
power of deliberation shall be afforded to those who are likely 
to need it more than ever.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


To many members the Easter recess has been of the normal length; 
for it is to be observed that, with singular aptitude, the neophytes 
have learnt already one Parliamentary art—that of knowing when 
to stay away. Thus there was just a bare House when the Com- 
mons reassembled after a week’s recess; and the custom of a very 
Select Committee indeed ong Oe discussion of the Estimates has 
been adopted with remarkable ity. Inadebate which was to 
a certain extent serio-comic, —- of the report of the Committee 
on the arrangements of the House, a great deal was made of the 
probabilities that in a democratic Parliament like the present, the 
attendance would be so large that the crying inconveniences of the 
existing restricted chamber would be so strongly felt that the most 
abject members who had been returned pledged to save the public 
purse at least six-and-eightpence a year would be compelled to vote 
for such enlargement as would enable legislators to do their work 
without physical obstruction. It was astriking comment on this notion 
that a discussion in which miseries which might draw iron tears down 
Mr. Alderman Lusk’s cheeks were developed in a manner that was 
really pathetic, did not excite the sympathies of more than a fifth of 
the House. Whocan describe the depressed pleading of Mr. Headlam, 
for some remedy for that “‘battle of the hats’’ which takes place 
on all occasions when there is mary df of interest coming on? 
and oh! with what withering scorn did he speak of that infamous 
device adopted by some members of bringing two hats down with 
them—one to secure a seat before prayers, and another to be worn 
on the head in the gusty corridors and lobbies! Notable was the 
cool indifference with which Mr. Ward Hunt declared that he did 
not feel any special necessity for more room, regardless of the fact 
that even a man of his girth and inches has scope and verge 
enough on that front Opposition bench which is now always as 
nearly empty as possible; and forgetting the doleful way in 
which he told the Select Committee the year before last that, 
as a then occupant of the Treasury Bench, he had mostly to stand 
behind the Speaker’s chair, and, when h® had a seat, only the thin 
edge of the wedge could be got in, and that he sat rocking to and 
fro on a very narrow and precarious basis. Possibly it may not 
have been observed that whereas, as Chief Commissioner of Works, 
it was Mr. Layard’s business to intervene in the debate, when he 
did so, he was obliged, in subdued tones, to say that he did not 
speak for the Government, but only Fp his private opinion ; and, 
as Mr. Gladstone in person afterwa stated the Ministerial idea, 
which was rather if not altogether different from Mr. Layard’s, 
there was just a suggestion of a snub. But the hero of the 
debate was assuredly Colonel French. The basis of the plan 
for a new House is the removal of the existing refreshment- 
rooms and the transference of the chamber of restoration to the 
basement, on a level with the river terrace. Now, Colonel French 
has long been chairman of that which is known as the Kitchen 
Committee, and he has a parlous duty to perform. He was equal 
to the occasion; for, now trembling with emotion, now rising to 
the “‘hoight’’ of indignation, he protested against the descent of 
the dining-rooms to a region below; and it was with a rhetorical 
burst that he emphatically asked, when this is done, ‘‘ Where are 
the kitchens to be?” and, with a kind of Paddy-Blake echo, he 
replied, ‘‘ Under the bottom of the Thames.”’ Another argument 
against the proposed removal was suggestive, for he objected to 
dining-rooms being so placed as to be reached only by going down 
a long and steep flight of stairs. The obvious deduction from this 
is that, if the peril of going down to dinner be so great, what must 
be the dangers of coming up. 

There has been opportunity only for a glance at new memberdom 
in the last week or so. Amongst appearances there has been 
one which was in its way Cecidedly successful—namely, that of 
Dr. Dalrymple, the new member for Norwich. Nothing can be 
more quaint and pointed than his way of speaking ; and if, in 
talking of the electoral corruption of Norwich, , seemed to 
give a professional tone to his observations—seeming, as it were, 
to have made a diagnosis of the case, and, while admitting the 
existence of disease, was hopefui that a less raking remedy than 
that which was proposed might well be tried with success—he 
showed himself to have acquired nearly as great a knowledge of 
political therapeutics as doubtless he — of that medical 
science of which for several generations the Dalrymples of Norwich 
have been remarkable illustrators. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Jessel, the new member for Dover, 
is a lawyer of the first eminence in the Court of Chancery, and there 
is no question that the speech which he has just delivered on the 
Bankruptcy Bill was a powerful development of his special 

ers ; but it may just be gently sug, that the overpowering 

ogmatism which is so effective on a mild Judge in the Rolls Court 
is not exactly the House of Commons style, and that what is in 
vernacular phrase called “‘laying down the law” will not do when 
Mr. Jessel takes part in the discussion of general questions.

"She. C. Buxton called attention to the recent appointment of Mr. 
Freemantle, late private secretary, and a ‘political follower,”’ as 
he described him, of Mr. Disraeli, to the post of Deputy Master 
and Controller of the Mint. This nomination, he contended, was 
in direct violation of his Treasury minute of Nov. 30, 1868, which 
laid down that “promotion by merit is the established rale of the 
Civil Service,’’ and was unjust to the claims of Mr, Maushett, who, 
on all accounts, was entitled to the promotion. Mr. Disraeli 
defended the appointment as in no wa conflicting with _the 
minute (for which he avowed himself responsible), since 
Mr. Freemantle was himself a distinguished member of 
the Civil Service; and as to his political opinions, he 
was entirely ignorant of them even up to this moment. Hoe 
had made Mr. Freemantle one of his private secretaries because the 
general opinion of the Treasury designated him for the post; and 
he had made him Deputy Master of the Mint because, after a very 
careful inquiry, he found it desirable to infuse new blood—and that 
Treasury blood—into the Mint, which was not in a satisfactory 
condition. The appointment, he repeated, was made entirely on 
— grounds; it had met with the approval of the Master of the 

int; 1t was not to Mr. Freemantle’s pecuniary advantage ; and, 
moreover, Mr. Mushett’s claims had been adequately represented 
and carefully considered. Mr. Gladstone thought that Mr. Buxton 
ought to be quite satisfied with Mr. Disraeli’s explanation. He 
knew himself that the Treasury authorities had inquired and had 
determined that this —— promotion ought not to be confined 
to the Mint Office. This, too, was not the first appointment of the 
sort; for when the Mint was last reorganised a gentleman from 
outside was made Deputy Master. 

Mr. Lowther moved for returns to condemn very decidedly the 
longer maintenance of the slave- trade squadron on the West Coast 
of Africa, which, in his view, under the altered state of circum- 
stances, was quite unnecessary. Speaking in slightly contemptuous 
terms of the abolitionists—to whose mistaken zeal he insinuated 
this squadron was a concession—he contended that our first duty 
was to consider the lives of our seamen. Mr. Childers replied that, 
though the squadron on the West Coast of Africa might be further 
reduced—owing to the virtual extinction of the slave trade there— 
the protection of our trade would not allow its entire withdrawal. 
But in calculating its strength hereafter it would no longer be 
necessary to take the suppression of the slave trade into con- 
sideration. Mr. Corry suggested that the term of service in this 
squadron should be shortened. 

In answer to an appeal from Sir J. Elphinstone, Mr. Childers 
undertook that the two ships about to be sent to Canada to brin 
home troops should take out on certain conditions the dischar, 
dockyardmen at Portsmouth who wished to emigrate. 

THE NAVAL ESTIMATES. 

In Committee of Supply the Naval Estimates were discussed at 
great length. On the vote of £168,704 for the expenses of the 
Admiralty Office, there was a long discussion of the recent chan, 
in the organisation of the Admiralty. Mr. Corry found fault with 
most of them, observing that they were entirely opposed to all the 
canons of Admiralty management laid down by Sir J. Graham. He 
objected chiefly to the entire shipbuilding policy of the country 
being in the hands of the Controller of the Navy, to the absolute 
power given to the First Lord, and to the accumulation of work on 
the head of the First.Sea Lord. Lord H. Lennox animadverted on 
the recent reductions in the Admiralty Office, which he thought had 
been effected in a harsh and unfair manner. Sir J. Elphinstene 
took the same side and attacked very sharply the recent appoint- 
ment of Mr. Seely’s private secretary, Mr. Fellowes, to a post in the 
Admiralty — which Sir J. Hay raised much laughter by describing 
as a means of “‘muzzling Seely.’”” Mr. Chil vindicated his 
alterations in detail ; but his speech, for the most part, was a repe- 
tition of the two speeches he has already made on the subject. 
Mr. Liddell, Mr. Alderman Lusk, and Mr. Candlish took Mr. 
Childers’s p and entirely approved his policy. 

On vote 6 (£1,086,004, for the dockyards) there arose a sharp 
controversy on the shipbuilding programme of the year. Mr. 
Childers, in an animated speech, though abounding in technical 
details, defended his proposal to build at once two powerful sea- 
going turret-ships, without masts, capable of going to all parts of 
the world. The Admiralty was not —— either to desist for a 
time from building powerful ships of war or to build wooden ships 
or iron broadsides, and he assured the Committee that the most 
eminent scientific authorities and naval officers were satisfied that 
these ships would be decidedly successful. It was unnecessary, he 
added, to wait for the trials of the Captain and the Monarch, as 
Mr. Corry had suggested, because there were no useful elements of 
comparison betweeg them.

The 
Attorney-General intimated that he would not press the clause if 
the general opinion in Committee was against it, but in defence of 
it he pointed out that a debtor could not be imprisoned except for 
contracting a debt fraudulently, or for refusing to pay when he had 
the means; that the sentence was limited to three months, and 
must be passed in open court. The County Court Judges, too, 
were all of opinion that the courts could not be worked without 
this power, and that the labouring classes would get no credit with- 
out it. The bill was read the second time. 

The House then went into Committee of Supply on the Navy 
Estimates. Extraordinary progress was made, and the following 
votes were agreed to :—£80,671 for victualling yards and tra rt 
establishments at home and abroad ; £54,757 for medical establish- 
ments; £16,566 for marine divisions; £801,572 for naval stores for 
the ne sae and outfit of the fleet and coastguard, steam 
peng ¢ ships built by contract; £767,070 for steam ma- 
chinery, &c.; £749,816 for new works, buildings, machinery, and 
repairs; £79,300 for medicines and medical stores; £18,144 for 
martial law and law charges; £120,000 for miscellaneous services— 
making, with the votes already agreed to, £8,164,768, being the 
total for ‘* effective services.'’ The following votes were also agreed 
to :— £723,231 for half pay, reserved half pay, and retired pay to 
officers of the Navy and Royal Marines; £569,728 for military pen- 
sions and allowances ; £222,566 for civil pensions and allowances; 
and £316,348 for conveyance of troops,—thus completing the whole 
of the Navy Estimates, amounting to £9,996,641, being a net de- 
crease on those of last year of £957,357.

THE POOR LAW IN IRELAND. 

The House nt most of the afternoon in discussing Mr. 
M‘Mahon’s Poor Law (Treland) Bill, the onan of which is to extend 
to Ircland the principle of union chargeability existing in England. 

Mr. M‘Mahon and his chief supporter, Mr. Downing, made long 
epeeches in its favour, dilating on the numerous grievances resulting 
from the limited and uneqral areas of rating and the hardships 
inflicted on towns by the eviction from country districts of agricul- 
tural labcurers. 

Mr. Bruen, supported by Mr. Knight and Lord C. Hamilton, 
moved the rejection of the bill. 

But its most damaging opponent was Mr. Kavanagh, who, in 
an effective maiden speech, maintained that the bill was entirely 
unsuited to the circumstances of Ireland, and that it would lead to 
increased expenditure. 

Mr. Synan, who avowed himself in favour of a rate in aid, sug- 
gested that the bill should be referred to a Select Committee; and 
Mr. C. Fortescue seconded the suggestion, holding that the time 
had come for Parliament to make up its mind whether the union 
rating system should be applied to Ireland, which it could not do 
without an inquiry. 

Mr. Maguire recommended Mr. M‘Mahon to follow this advice. 

Mr. Gregory, on the other hand, doubted whether the Irish 
members would have time for such an inquiry this year, and urged 
that it should be deferred until the commencement of next Session.

EXHIBITION AT THE FRENCH GALLERY, PALL-MALL. 


The assemblage of foreign pictures which Mr. Wallis has this year 
brought together unquestionably surpasses all preceding gatherings 
at the same gallery in interest, variety, and art value.

On the other 
hand, “‘The Lovers’ Quarrel,”’ 4 Bischop (introducing a sweet 
figure of a girl, whose profile reflected in a black-framed 
mirror) is “‘loaded’’ (to an extent almost incredible) in the lights 
only, and the result is brilliant, powerful, and rich in the extreme. 
But Bischop is a colourist of a high order. Note in this picture the 
contrasts of white and black, the opposition of red-painted wood 
with blue Dutch tiling, and many other ges. Ima Tadema, 
like the last, and like Meissonier, isa painter of Dutch extraetion, 
and claims attention by originality of treatment, due prin-

there is clumsiness- coarseness almost—in his work; and 
parts are exaggerated or imperfect otherwise.

The painting, however, though 
essentially Academic, evinces high ability. The praise last year 
given to small pictures in a very low key by the young French 
artist J. Maris must be renewed with large interest in favour of 
the Rembrandtesque interior, ‘‘The Spinning-Wheel,’”’ and the 
still more masterly ‘‘Eventide,”’ with its magical effects of light and 
atmosphere. Schreyer well maintains his reputa- 
tion in pictures uniting all the charm of sketches 
with the knowledge and completeness of effect of 
finished work: two of them are scenes on the 
Wallachian hi roads; a third is a beautiful 
icture of Arabs (horses and men) at a well near 
airo. Two portraits by Heilbuth challenge 
attention by artistic looseness of execution, and 
play of broken, low-toned colour; but the painter 
seems to be lapsing into mannerism, and manifests 
small sense of beauty in form. Among other 
specially noteworthy works are a picture b 
yendecker, chastely classical in feeling, found 
on the story of the adoption of the acanthus leaf 
into architecture to form the capital of the 
Corinthian column; a refined portrait of the 
young Prince Imperial by Weisz; a —- 
ed head of a “ Seminarist,’’ by Henriette 
Brown; and “ Faust’s First Sight of Marguerite,” 
by G. Koller—a picture very ably yet rather 
monotonously executed; and the face of Mar- 
guerite should certainly be more beautiful.

THE GREAT TOL-MAEN OF CORNWALL. 


Our Illustration of this t natural and historical curiosity, which 
has lately been destroyed, will be of interest tomany readers. The 
Tolmen, more properly written Tol-Maen, or Hole of Stone, in the 
ancient Celtic of West Britain, but usually called the 
Main Rock, or Men sk, by modern Cornishmen, stood in the 

of Constantine, half way between Penrhyn and Helston, and 
our miles from Falmouth. It is thus described by Borlase, in his 
book on the antiquities of Cornwall -— 

“But the most astonishing monument of this kind is in the tene- 
ment of ‘Men,’ ed pea of Constantine, Cornwall. It is one 
vast oval pebble, p’ on the points of two natural rocks, so that 
@ man may creep under the = one and between its supporters 
though a passage about 3ft. wide and as much high.

south, 14ft, Gin. deep, and the breadth in the middle of the 
surface (where widest) was 18ft. Gin. from east to west. I 
measured one half of the circumference, and found it, accord- 
ing to my computation, 48} ft.; so that this stone is 97ft. in 
circumference, about 60ft. across the middle, and, by the best 
information I can get, contains at least 750 tons of stone. Getting 
up by a ladder to view the top of it, we found the surface worked 
like an imperfect or mutilated honey-comb in basins; one much 
larger than the rest was at the south end, about 7 ft. long, another 
at the north end about 5 ft., the rest smaller; seldom more than 
1 ft., oftentimes not so much ; the sides and shape 
i . Most of these basins di into the 
two principal ones (which lie in the middle of the 
surface), those only excepted which are near the 
brim of the stone, and they have little lips or 
channels which discharge the water they collect 
over the sides of the Tolmen; and the flat rocks 
which lie underneath receive the droppings into 
basins which they have cut into their surfaces. 
The stone is no less wonderful for its position 
than for its size, for, although the under part is 
nearly semicircular, yet it rests on the two large 
rocks, and so light and detached does it stand that 
it touches the two under stones, but, as it were, 
on their points, all the sky a between them 
and beneath the Tolmen. e two Tolmens at 
Scilly are monuments, evidently of the same kind 
with this, and of the same or” may with 
great agen, mn be asserted to the works of 
art, the under stone appearing to have been 
fitted to receive and support the upper one. It 
is remarkable that these Tolmens rest on sup- 
porters, and do not touch the earth, agreeably 
to an established principle of the Druids, who 
thought everything that was sacred would be 
profaned by touching the ground, and therefore 
ordered so as that these deities should rest upon 
the pure rock, and not be defiled by touching the 
common earth. Another thing is worthy of our 
notice in this kind of monuments, which is, that 
underneath these vast stones there is a hole or 
passage between the rocks. What use the ancients 
made of these we can only guess at; 
but we have reason to think that when stones

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THE YEOMEN OF THE GUARD. 

The ancient corps of Yeomen of the Guard, a detachment of which 
is shown in our Illustration marching to Buckingham Palace to do 
duty in the ante-chambers at the Queen’s Drawingroom, was 
established by King Henry VIL., on the occasion of his coronation, 
in 1485. Its numbers were raised by Henry VIII. from fifty to two 
hundred ; but in 1668 they were reduced to one hundred rank and 
file, which is the normal strength of this force at the present time. 
Their officers are the Captain, the Duke of St. Albans (alwaysa Pri 
Councillor); the Lieutenant, who is Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. 
Cooke ; the Ensign, Colonel D. P. Purnell ; the Standard-bearer, Mr. 
D. J. Harmar; the Clerk of the Cheque, Colonel W. G. Sutton ui the 
Adjutant, Mr. T. Davies; and the four Exempts, or Exons in Wait- 
ing—viz., Captain Rickford, Lieutenant-Colonel Patterson, Captain 
Oliver Bourke, and Colonel Todd ; with eight sergeant-majors. In 
former times they were expected to serve the King’s or Queen’s 
dinner, laying the dishes on the table with their own hands, and to 
make the Royal bed whenever the Court travelled from home. 
Their employment is now to keep a passage clear to the door of the 
presence-chamber for such persons as may attend a Drawingroom 
or a Levée,
